An Appreciation 


The following appreciation, by the! red yielding by f. 


Rev. Frederic Palmer, D.D., of Cam 
bridge, Massachusetts was written for 
the Boston Transcript: 


FRANCIS HOWE JOHNSON 


On October 27th, there died in Wash- 
ington, Francis Howe Johnson, a mem- 
ber of one of the families long promi- 
nent in the religious and commercial 
life of Boston. He was born in this city 
on January 15, 1835, the son of Samuel 
and Charlotte (Howe) Johnson. His 
education followed the regular course 
which orthodoxy and_ society  pre- 
scribed — Phillips (Andover) Academy, 
Harvard (class of °56), Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary (60). He was settled 
as;a Congregational minister in Hamil- 
toh, Mass., from 1861 to 1864. He then 
retired, and gave himself to the congen- 
al pursuits of study and writing, chiefly 
in philosophy and theology. The re- 
sults appeared in the more thoughtful 
reviews —the Bibliotheca Sacra, the 
Andover Review, the Hibbert Journal, 
the Harvard Theological Review — and 
in two books, ‘“‘What is Reality?’’ and 
“God in Evolution.” 

In 1867 he married Miss Mary A. 
Dove of Andover, who gave him two 
sons — Dr. Graham Johnson of Rut- 
tington, Pa., and Mr. Reginald M. 
Johnson, an attorney of Boston. After 
her death he married in 1894, Miss Mary 
Beach of New York, who survives him. 
In his residences he combined the ad- 
vantages of permanence and change. 
Two beautiful homes, in Andover and 
Bar Harbor, held him for one-half of the 
year, while the winters were spent main- 
ly in California, Rome and Washington. 

One of the characteristics likely to be 
noticed in meeting Mr. Johnson was his 
wide information and the readiness of 
his conversational powers. Al) things 
were interesting to him, and he was con- 
sequently interesting to all persons. 
With a quietness of manner, he was 
bounteous in his intercourse, as in his 
other charities, giving his hearer atten- 
tive and respectful consideration, as well 
as his ownopinions and knowledge. His 
course of life was such as is more often 
found in England than here — that of a 
cultivated country gentleman, engaged 
in-no commercial business, but following 
his bent in intellectual pursuits. 

His leisure; however, was never selfish. 
In addition to his contributions to the 
thought of his time he gave himself gen- 
erously to the service of the communi- 
ties in which, he lived. Some twenty 
years before his death he became a mem- 
ber of the Episcopal Church, and in 
Rome and Bar Harbor a vestryman. 
But he did not discontinue his contri- 
butions to the Congregational churches 
in which he had been interested, and 
this, together with his continued .sup- 
port also of the Episcopal churches with 
which he had been connected in the dif- 
ferent places of his residence, made his 
list of church subscriptions a long one. 

The chief thing about his personality 
was the grace of his manners. Courtesy 
flowered in him, and gave him a charm 
which the most casual acquaintance felt. 
and which proclaimed its root as lovable- 
ness. This attractiveness was a lesson to 
beholders — far, like all deeply power- 
ful influences, from being designed — 
and an inspiration. One went away 
saying: “Why, cannot I be Jike that, 
and at all times?”’ This kindly, sincere, 
upright, bounteous man, with his high 
aims, his dignity and his gracious man- 
ners, not only attached and endeared 
men, but raised them by his presence, 
illuminating them for themselves by the 
light which shone in him. 

He was buried on October 30th, in the 
company of the distinguished dead in 
the historic graveyard on Andover Hill. 


Perfume the Soul of Flowers 

“Perfume, the soul of flowers,”’ is as 
much fact as fancy. At least, so it seems 
to one privileged to visit the famous per- 
fume flower farms on the sunny south- 
ern hillsides of the Riviera in south- 
eastern France, says the Dry Goods Eco- 
Here, year after year, acres of 
flower beds and millions of blossoms con- 
tribute their sweet fragrance to the in- 
dustry of making perfumes and cosmet- 
ics. Over 20,000 men, women and child- 
ren are busily engaged in cultivating the 
plants, harvesting the blossoms and pre- 
paring the floral essences or essential oils 
from which are made all the best per- 
fumes and toilet waters. Theirs is the 
business of catching the soul of the 
flower, later to exhale its mystic frag- 
rance from out the delicately colored 
liquid and the exquisitely designed bottle 
which contains it. 

The various flowers from which are 
extracted the. essential oils have each 
their own season, thus making flower 
cultivation a year round industry. The 
season begins in January with hyacinth 
and narcissus. In February come vio- 
lets and by March and April the later 
spring flowers are in full bloom. May 
and June follow with rose and orange 
blossoms and July with mignonette and 
carnations. August is the month for 
jasmine, and so on to the end of the year. 
The workers sre busy from early dawn 
until] midnight tilling the soil, which 
must be soft, moist and rich, and ga- 
thering the blossoms, which must be 
neither too young and tender, not too 
old, but in their richest maturity. The 
more moist and fertile the soil and the 
fresher with early morning dew when 
the process of extraction begins, the 
sweeter and more abundant the fra- 
grance of the blossoms. 

Another famous perfume flower in- 
dustry center is the “Rose Valley’ on the 
southern slopes of the Bulgatian moun- 
tains where 20,000 acres are devoted to 
the culture of roses. The annual har- 
vest is said to be 35,000,000 to 45,000,00 
pounds of roses or about 8,090,000,000 
blossoms. One acre, properly culti- 
vated, produces from 2,000 to 2,500 
pounds of roses from which tem ‘o fif- 
teen ounces of attar of roses are ob- 
tained. When three years old the rose 
bush begins to yield a crop of blossoms 
sufficient to warrant harvesting and con-

Volatile oils, containing perfume, are 
obtained not only from blossoms but 
also from buds and green leaves of 
shrubs and trees such as cedars — some 
of the best coming from Sweden — and 
from roots, seeds and fruit rinds. Gums 
obtained from balsams and woods, as” 
cedar, rosewood and sandalwood also 
provide fragrance. 

The Far East provides the animal 
scents, for which it has always shown a 
decided preference — musk from a gland 
of the male deer of the Himalaya moun- 
tains and a similar odor obtained from 
the civet cat of northern Africa. An- 
other source is the castor beaver of Si- 
beria and the American muskrat. Am- 
bergris or amber is another substance 
from which perfume is derived. It is 
excreted from the liver of a whale and is 
found floating in the regions of Arabia, 
Japan and the Bahama Islands. 

Until some forty years ago, nature had 
no rival in the production of basic ma- 
terials for the perfume industry. Today 
synthetic or chemical odors obtained 
from coal tar products supplement her 
supply. Lily of the valley, lilac, cape 
jasmine, violet and other popular vege- 
table odors are imitated, as is also musk. 
Artificial odors, though coarse and less 
lasting than the natural scents, are quite 
extensively used in making novelty and 
cheap perfumes and toilet waters and so 
cleverly as often to defy detection. 

Upon the quality of these raw ma- 
terials together with scientific ‘“‘blend- 
ing’’ depends the quality of all perfumes 
and toilet waters. If the product is to 
become a favorite it must combine deli- 
cate, lasting fragrance with beauty of 
container, label and packing. For this 
reason reliable domestic perfumers as 
yet import their essential oils, which the 
French, particularly, are highly skilled 
in preparing. Lasting fragrance de- 
pends upon the chemist’s knowledge of 
raw materials and his skill in selecting 
and mixing them whether they be 
vegetable oils or animal odors, and 
beauty of appearance upon the de- 
signer’s ability to prepare aura tive 
receptacles. 


Two New Treasury Savings Securi- 
ties 


Two jew United States Government 
securities are to be offered to the people 
of New England and the rest of the 
country in 1921, according to the Sav- 
ings Division of the First Federal Re- 
serve District. They will be a $1.00 
Treasury Savings Stamp and a $25.00 
Treasury Savings Certificate ‘and will be 
put out in response to demands which 
have arisen for securities of these de- 
nominations, particularly in the indus- 
tries. This district now has more than 
3000 War Savings Societies operating 
among its industries, with a member- 
ship of about 100,00 men and women, 
boys and girls, all saving systematically 
and voluntarily. There also are many of 
these societies, under varying names, 
such as ‘‘Happy Jack” clubs, in the pub- 
lic, parochial, and private schools, 
which represent a very large total saving 
through the purchase of the twenty-five 
cent Thrift Stamps. The savings cam- 
paign has demorstrated that the workers 
like a $1.00 unit for saving and that 
they also will appreciate an opportun- 
ity to invest $25.00 in a certificate. 

The head of Alexander Hamilton will 
adorn the new $1.00 Savings Stamp, 
which will be bright red imprinted on 
green tint. It is interesting to note that 
this will be the first time that the first 
Secretary of the United States Treasury 
has been fittingly honored by having his 
portrait on a Government Savings se- 
curity. The new $25.00 Savings Certi- 
ficate will be similar in design and terms 
to those of the $100 and $1000 denomi- 
nations, although different in color. 

Because of the foothold they have se- 
cured in the schools and homes of the 
nation as an easy means of saving with 
absolute safety, the twenty-five cent 
Thrift Stamp and the $5.00 Savings 
Stamp are to be continued in 1921. The 
idea is not only to encourage saving but 
also to give every American youth or 
person of small means an opportunity of 
being -an active partner in the United 
States Government. The Treasury 
officials felt that this was a wise way of 
encouraging thrift and patriotism. Like- 
wise the $100 and $1000 certificates will 
be continued, as they are well adapted 
for the investment of small trusts and 
surplus funds, not being subject to mar- 


ket changes and always collectable with- | 


in a few days. They pay a fair rate of 
interest and. nothing can be safer. Un- 
ions, fraternities and other organiza- 
tions are employing these certificates for 
the investment of their funds but may 
hold only $1000 worth in any yearly 
series. 

As part of the Americanization work 
many people of foreign birth have been 
induced to invest in the securities, thus 
becoming “shareholders in the Govern- 
ment” and this result has been found to 
stimulate their interest. At present the 
Savings Division officials are conferring 
with national representatives of wom- 
en’s organizations and are being pledged 
full support from these leaders. 


Europeans Eager to Learn Our Home 
Canning Methods 


All the world before long will be can- 
ning American style, if the present rate 
of progress keeps up. Last year France 
asked the loan of some canning special- 
ists from the United States Department 
of Agriculture to teach them the purely 
American art of home canning. The re- 
sults were so gratifying that the same 
group were asked to-return this year to 
give further instruction. They went, 
and their work everywhere in France 
was attended with gratifying results. 

The Director General of Agriculture in 
the little Duchy of Luxemburg, hearing 
of the method of preserving fruits and 
vegetables being taught the French, 


asked if the American canning experts 
could be lent to Luxemburg when they 
were through in France. This was ar- 
ranged, and the first two weeks in Sep- 
tember found the Americans teaching in 
Luxemburg how to can and dry garden 
products and how to can meat and fish. 
From Luxemburg the demonstrators 
went to Holland, where at Amsterdam 
and other places a series of lectures were 
given. At the request of the British 
Department of Agriculture, the can- 
ning specialists then went to England 
and gave demonstrations before the 
English institute workers. One of the 
gourp is now in Denmark and another in 
Egypt. Wherever American canning 
methods are taught the response and 
appreciation is most gratifying.

HEALTH WORKERS 
FACING CRISIS 


Industrial Depression Makes Tuber- 
culosis Work More

Even: at the present time 30 per- 
cent of the school children of the 


state are indernourished according to |, 


Mr. Spencer and other experts. on 
tuberculosis and its statistics and 
this percentage is bound to be great- 
ly increased unless strenuous effets 
are put forward to combat the in- 
creasingly unfavorable conditions. 

Undernourished children and adults 
fall easiest prey to the great White 
Plague. 

Much depends upon the success of 
the sale of Health Christmas Seals 
which is now beimg conducted in 
every city and town of the state for 
it ig to this source the League and 
its organizations look for the support 
of their programs for a_ health cru- 
sade. " 

In an appeal to the people of the 
state to support the 1920 Health 
Christmas Seal Sale, Mr. Spencer 
points out the following salient facts: 

“Tuberculosis can be wiped out. 
This disease which has been taking 
its terrible toll of humanity since the 
history of medicine began and which 
caused one death in eleven in the 
state of Massachusetts last year can 
be brought under control. To achieve 
this victory for humanity, however 
means much more intensive health 
work than has ever yet been under- 
taken outside of very restricted 
areas like Framingham.

Will Keep MainState Roads Clear of 
Snow this Winter 


For two or three months each winter 
the northern State highways have been 
made impassable, or nearly so, by drifted 
snow, and the hundreds of millions of 
dollars invested in them bring no return 
to the taxpayers during the time the 
roads can not be used. With a view to 
remedying this condition, the Bureau of 
Public Roads of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture has been mak- 
ing this summer a study of the situation 
with regard to snow removal in the 
States east of the Mississippi and north 
of the Potomea. An engineer of the bu- 
reau has conferred with the highway 
commissioners in the States in this ter- 
rritoy, and reports that definite plans 
have been made in New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, Michigan, Indiana, and Illi- 
nois which will result in the main trunk 
lines being kept open all winter. In 
some other States, notably in Ohio, snow 
removal is the duty of the counties, and 
while the State highway department is 
prepared to assist the counties in every 
way and is urging the necessity of the 
work, it is not empowered to initiate the 
work. 

In some of the States snow fences will 
be placed for the winter 50 feet (om 
the highway, to stop the snow before it 
reaches the road. These ‘‘fences’’, 
which are made of slats, are tipped back- 
ward until they form a decided angle and 
then are braced like billboards. *In the 
spring the sections are unbolted from the 
stakes and stored by the State highway 
commissioner until winter. This type of 
fence has been used by many railroads 
in the past during the months of snow, 
and has proved very effective as a snow 
guard to the roadbed. 

In other localities snow plows, either 
horse or motor drawn, will keep the 
State highways clear. One of the most 
efficient type of highway snow plow has 
a broad blade, which removes the snow,

Help Check Tuberculosis 


While the Christmas season lasts 
there is still opportunity for aiding the 
work in Andover done by the Board of 
Health nurse, Mrs. Johnson, for as was 
said last week, a large percentage of the 
proceeds from the sale of the seals is 
kept right here in our midst. 

Mrs. Johnson ’s work and that of the 
school nurse, Miss Moreton, is largely 
preventive, while that of Miss Campbell, 
the visiting nurse, in great measure, is 
curative. 

The school nurse examines all of the 
school children at the beginning of the 
year with special reference to eyes, 
noses and throats and any sort of ne- 
glected deformity. During the term she 
visits each room in the town schools 
once or twice a week and the outlying 
districts as frequently as possible. In 
this way she can watch very carefully 
each child and detect often at the start, 
any contagious disease, which brings 
her into immediate co-operation with 
the Board of Health nurse and together 
they work toward the prevention of con- 
tagion. in the taking of cultures and the 
administering of antitoxins. 

She goes immediately into the home of 
any child who shows indication of dis- 
order and an unexplained absence of 
more than a day or two takes her into 
that child’s home to advise the mother 
as to treatment or to send’ for a doctor 
or for Miss Campbell if either one is 
needed. In this way she has become a 
welcome visitor in many a home and a 
helpful friend and adviser to many a 
tired mother. 

It is said that ‘ta woman’s work is 
never done”’ and it is certainly true that 
a visiting nurse can find more than she 
can possibly accomplish in the working 
day. Indeed her work takes her out at 
all hours of the night as well, for the 
angels of birth and death are no re- 
specters of hours., It is her privilege to 
be with the mother at the coming of the 
“baby new to earth and sky” and to 
sooth the tired spirits of those who are 
nearing th: eternal peace. 

The bedside nursing brings her in 
touch with all ages of people and all 
sorts of medical and surgical cases. 
She also gives weekly baths and care to 
old or bedridden people. 

Surgical dressings and a quantity of 
necessary equipment are always kept on 
hand for her use. Also a mother can 
procure a complete layette for her baby 
at cost or in case of extreme need it is 
given without expense. 

Since the contagious and tuberculosis 
work have been taken care of, the visit- 
ing nurse has time for much of the 
follow-up work which she had to ne- 
glect heretofore. 

She can now keep in touch with the 
babies and advise the mother as to their 
care and feeding, having regular baby 
clinics to which the babies are brought 
regularly for weighing and _ advice. 
Thus they are given a good start to keep 
them going until they come under the 
supervision of the school nurse at the 
age of six. ‘ 

It is a good work which is being done 
by these three nurses and every citizen 
of Andover should co-operate in its 
development that we may have a 


health record of which to be proud.

Consider Salesmanship as a Profes- 
sion. 

The city of Omaha, Neb., has been try- 
ing to establish a course in retail sales- 
manship in its high schools, but it 
can’t be done unless pupils elect selling 
as a study. When the pupils are given 
their choice of courses they almost in- 
variably select subjects fitting them for 
office work. The number of young peo- 
ple fitting themselves for office positions 
is disproportionately large as compared 
to the number of positions available in a 
city of this: size. Out of 2100 students 
in the Commerce High School, 1400 are 
taking typewriting and stenography. 
Children appear to have been imbued 
with the idea that office work is the most 
desirable type to engage in, and if any- 
thing is done it must be accomplished 
through the parents, who can weigh 
relative advantages of various occupa- 
tions as the children cannot. There are, 
however, twenty-four senior pupils who 
are willing to take retail selling work if 
proper store co-operation can be ob- 
tained. This has been promised by a 
number of merchants and a committee 
is working out a training plan.—Dry 
Goods Economist.

A. L. A. to Force Reckless Drivers 
from the Highways 


To force reckless drivers, road hogs 
and speed maniacs from the highways 
and thereby cut down the ever in- 
creasing number of automobile acci- 
dents, the Automobile Legal Associa- 
tion, with a membership of 55,000 in 
New England, is requesting its members 
to report al) flagrant violations of the 
motor vehicle laws which may come to 
their attention. 

The A. L. A. has started this work in 
a spirit of co-operation with the State 
motor vehicle authorities and has 
mapped out a most elaborate campaign. 

By means of a printed form the Asso- 
ciation is requesting its members when- 
ever they see a serious or flagrant viola- 
tion of the automobile laws to fill out 
the blank stating the time, place and 
nature of the violation and mail it to the 
office from which the informant’s mem- 
bership was issued. 

First complaints will be acted upon 
by the A. L. A. which will notify the 
offending party of the report against 
him and ask his co-operation in making 
the highways safe for everyone. 

On a second complaint against the 
man he will be sent a more peremptory 
notice that the decent automobilists of 
New England propose to make it their 
business to insure safe conditions for all. 
Upon receipt of a third complaint the 
A. L. A. will take such steps as its man- 
agers and the State’ licensing authori- 
ties feel should be taken to eliminate 
such constant offenders. 

With 55,000 associated motorists 
working in co-operation with the motor- 
vehicle authorities as road monitors it is 
believed that the number of accidents 
can be materially reduced, 


Foreign Plants Prove Right to 
Citizenship 


Scores of emigrants from Africa have 
recently found their way into the United 
States. Instead of passing the barrage 
of examinations at Ellis Island these 
newcomers will be taken in charge by 
the Office of Foreign Seed and Plant 
Introduction in the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry. Each will be given a small sec- 
tion of earth on the experimental plants 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, where, under the guidance 
and observation of experts, every one 
of the lot will be made to show its citi- 
zenship qualifications in a_ practical 
way. The plant strangers are an odd- 
looking assortment of fruits, ornamental 
shrubs, forage grasses, sorghums, fiber 
plants, etc., quite new to this country. 

There is a beautiful little dwarf lemon 
which originated in China and is now in 
this country looking for an opportunity 
to prove that it can bear its delicious 
lemons in anybody’s greenhouse or 
sunny room as easily and as well as it 
can in a Chinese garden. Another 
Chinese specimen is the large-fruited 
haw, an unusually large variety of the 
hawthorn family, with a sour juicy fruit 
that is especially good in compotes and 
jellies. 

As the new immigrants arrive several 
members of the older shipment will go 
out to begin careers of ornamental or 
economic imortance in new homes. The 
scientists, who have watched these older 
importations serve their novitiate, are 
making preparations to send a few sam- 
ples to various plantations and gardens. 
Among these is the pistache nut from 
the Mediterranean region, which has 
proved its value in California already, 
where many of these trees are already 
thriving. ‘The pistache tree of the 
Levant has a wonderful Chinese rela- 
tive with ornamental foliage—wine col- 
ored in spring and scarlet and yellow in 
autumn. The nut of the true pistache 
is much in demand as an article of food, 
and the timber of the Chinese immigrant 
is valuable for making furniture. 

Southern Florida had no native nuts 
except the coconut, so the Department 
of Agriculture brought the Queensland 
nut from Australia. It flourishes in its 
new environment, where it is being cul- 
tivated and propagated by the Bureau of 
Plant Industry. The same office is busy 
with a giant blackberry from Bogota and 
a dry-land elm from China. The elm 
has already demonstrated its usefulness, 
for it grows well in regions that are too 
arid to support other forest growths. A 
quality which adds to its value is the 
ability of this elm to withstand severe 
windstorms without injury. This fea- 
ture will enable the tree to grow on the 
western plains, where the heavy storms 
uproot and destroy less tough species.

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North Andover Girl Tells Story of 
Success in Farming Projects 


The interesting story of the béginning 
of her career as a farmer was told by 
Miss Ruth Wood of North Andover in 
her thesis for graduation which she gave 
at the exercises held recently at Hathorne. 
Although only about twenty years old, 
Miss Wood has already completed a 
four-years’ course at the Essex County 
Agricultural school where during her 
second year in school she won a prize of 
twenty dollars in gold for an expert pro- 
ject in farming carried on in the summer 
months, as well as carrying off the 
speaking honors at graduation. During 
the last few years she has attended var- 
ious fairs throughout the state, judging 
stock, and at the Eastern States expo- 
sition won as a prize a pure bred Jersey 
bull from the Hood farm. She has also 
taken numerous ribbons when exhibit- 
ing at the fairs in Essex County. 

Her successes show what an indus- 
trious and interested boy or girl may 
accomplish in this line of work when 
projects are conducted intelligently and 
scientifically. 

The story is as follows: 

My first interest in farm work came 
when I was a small girl of ten years, en- 
rolled in the Garden "club. Raising a 
garden was a strange, new game to me, 
and I spent many delightful hours that 
summer coaxing my vegetables to grow. 
The next season I joined the Garden 
club again, and also, when my father 
bought me a little white pig, I enrolled 
in the Pig club. How excited I was to 
own a pig all myself. 

What care I took in feeding it and 
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keeping its pen spotlessly clean! I 
read all the bulletins I could find on 
how to raise a pig and tried out all 
sorts of rations and treatments for my 
pet. Piggy grew very rapidly, and at 
eight months old it weighed 300 pounds. 
After it was killed I resolved to. have 
another one and I planned to get a sow 
in order to raise little pigs to sell. 

The next spring John Gifford of 
the Essex County Agricultural school, 
who was Pig club leader for Essex 
county at that time, selected for me 
two young Berkshire sows. These pigs 
started me out as a live-stock breeder. 
Before the summer was over I had be- 
come so deeply interested in gardening 
and pig raising that my parents decided 
to let me enter the Essex County Agri- 
cultural school as a student in the agri- 
cultural course. 


To attend school at Hathorne re- 
quired four hours’ traveling every day, so 
my parents bought a thirty-acre place 
in North Andover and we moved there in 
January, 1917. 

This farm was. not a very encouraging 
place. There were few farm buildings, 
almost no equipment, and very little 
cleared land. Everything had to be 
started from the beginning. Every week- 
end my father worked on the buildings, 
but it was months before our work began 
to show, and there was housing for our 
sows and the newly acquired young bull. 

As soon as we could, we started to 
build up a herd of registered Jerseys. 
First we bought two cows and a heifer 
calf. Next year we added three more 
cows. Before we knew it, we had more 
Jerseys than we had room for, and 
more than we could well take care of as a 
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side line. It was necessary to buy most 
of the feed and hay for them, and this 
fact was a serious disadvantage. Mar- 
keting was a problem. We finally solved 
it by selling cream and butter in Ando- 
ver and using the skim milk for the 
calves and pigs. The surplus calves we 
sold at pure bred prices. 

Our swine herd also multiplied until 
we were keeping five brood sows and a 
boar. 
breeding stock for very satisfactory 
prices. I found the raising of registered 
pigs profitable under the conditions 
which we had on the farm. They were 
kept on a big brook-watered clover pas- 
ture and fed a small grain ration during 
the summer. In winter they were fed 
entirely on grain. 

These cows and hogs were handled 
as my project during my course at the 
school. During the winter terms I used 
to care for them morning and night, be- 
fore and after school. I did as much of 
the out-of-door farm work as I could 
and also kept the accounts, had charge 
of the advertising and conducted all the 
farm correspondence. 

This practical farm work and the life 
out in the country has been wonderfully 
full of interest and joy to me. I like to 
work around my animals: and care for 
the garden and I love to be out in the 
open when I can enjoy nature. This fall 
I became a freshman in the regular four- 
year course at the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural college at Amherst, where life is 
full of interest. My more advanced 
farm studies will fit me for agricultural 
work along scientific lines, which is to be 
my life work, a subject vital and impor- 
tant to the prosperity of the nation.

European Trade Conditions _ 


It is not quite true to declare that 
many European countries are near bank- 
ruptcy, but it is certain that the war has 
brought their financial situation to a 


very critical state, says Francis H, Sis- 
son, vice president of the Guaranty 
Trust Co., New York, in an article in 
this week’s Dry Goods Economist. 
Vast issues of paper currency flood 
Germany, France, Italy, and other na- 
tions, and the value at which these cur- 
renicies are accepted outside their own 
boundaries has fallen to very low levels; 
so low, in fact, as to make it almost im- 
practicable for these nations to buy for 
cash in markets here or elsewhere. 

The exchange loss in purchases results 
in such high costs that the finished 
products cannot profitably be sold for ex- 
port, and exports are urgently needed 
to stabilize conditions. This exchange 
situation creates a sort of blank wall and 
it is difficult to see how this obsctacle can 
be overcome. 

Great Britain, for example, the strong- 


est of the European nations in trade and’ 


finance, has to depend on markets in 
India, China — in every country, in fact 
—to keep her great cotton and other 
textile industries at full production. 
She has stocks of raw materials and 
finished products at high costs and must 
sell on a declining market everywhere. 
The markets where she finds her great- 
est outlets have felt keenly the shrunken 
demand for their own exports of hides, 
wheat, cotton, silk, dyestuffs, jute, wool, 
and other products, a demand which the 
active industries of France, Belgium, 
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MANY ATTRACTIONS FOR LATE 
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The high cost of coal, the strikes here 
and in England in this industry, and the 
high freight rates add to the complica- 
tions of the situation. Russia is a great 
market fallen into chaos. Political and 
economic disorders in ‘Italy have slowed 
down restoration there. The boundaries 
of the newly constituted areas of Aus- 
tria, Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, 
Hungary, Poland and Roumania have 
been so fixed as to creat difficult econ- 
omic. relations. 


Patience, statesmanlike skill, and a 
vast amount of actual help over a con- 
siderable period are needed to bring the 
world system of an equable exchange of 
products back to normal functioning’ 
again. 

As has often been pointed out before, 
the most practical solution of these diffi- 
culties will lie in the establishment of 
long-termed credits with such countries 
as the United States where it is possible 
that the corporations being formed un- 
der the Edge la w-will play a useful part 
in the restoration of these European in- 
dustries. It is obviotis that it is for the 
benefit of the whole world that the popu- 
lations in these suffering countries shall 
be given an opportunity to return to 
profitable production at the earliest date 
possible.

leather in limitless quantities for the 
promotion of their business. 

A notable example.of this is the auto- 
mobile industry which today appropri- 
ates the largest percentage of the output 
of artificial leather, without which its 
ability to supply its own products would 
be materially restricted. The upholstery 
business, ranking second in the use of 
artificial leather, contines its progress 
to an extent not possible without this 
additional essential material at its dis- 
posal. 

A mere reference to the thousand and 
one purposes which this highly valuable 
artificial product already serves suggests 
the timeliness and importance of its dis- 
covery. Although the industry is some 
twenty years old, few people realize how 
much of the leather goods of modern 
commerce, from a plain baseball cover 
to a handsome over-stuffed settee in 
beautiful hand-tooled leather, is actually 
made from artificial or substitute leath- 
er. 
It is estimated that 50,000,000 yards 
of artificial leather, fifty inches wide, is 
distributed annually to all parts of the 
globe. —Dry Goods Economist.

“Mistakes of the Interchurch Steel 
Report” an address delivered by Rev. E. 
Victor Bigelow of the South church at 
the Boston Ministers’ meeting on No- 
vember 22nd has won for him an un- 
expected and widespread publicity and 
an audience far greater than he had as- 
pired to reach. « 

Though the United States Steel Cor- 
poration had steadfastly ignored the 
Interchurch Steel Report which was 
compiled in a volume of six or seven 
hundred pages by men appointed by the 
Interchurch Council to investigate con- 
ditions leading up to the strike in Sep- 


tember, 1919, Judge Gary was attracted 
by Mr. Bigelow’s presentation of the 
case and desiring to give it further pub- 
licity asked Mr. Bigelow’s permission to 
use his address writing him as follows 
under the date of December 1, 1920: 


My Dear Sir: 

I have read your splendid address be- 
fore the Boston Ministers Meeting at 
Pilgrim Hall, November 22d ultimo, 
and have exhibited it to several of my 
associates, each of whom expressed ad- 
miration. We are surprised that you, 
an entire stranger, should have taken the 
trouble to present the Interchurch 
World report in its true light. We are 
very appreciative and grateful. 

Have you any objection to our having 
this address printed and widely circu- 
lated?

To this letter Mr. Bigelow: replied: 
My Dear Mr. Gary: 

I appreciate more than I can tell you 
the complimentary remarks which you 
and your friends have made about my 
address to the Boston Ministers. You 
are very kind to offer to have it printed 
and circulated; because there must be a 
lot of abler men whom you might easily 
commandeer to voice the truth that I 
have tried to express. 

Indeed, I am quite nonplussed that no 
other churchman should have spoken 
with a bigger voice than mine. 

Yes, you may print and circulate the 
address at your discretion.

Accordingly many thousand copies 
have been printed and are being sent to 
every publication in the country, to 
all senators, governors, congressmen, 
preachers, lawyers, physicians, bankers, 
stockholders of the United States Steel 
Corporation, presidents of colleges and 
universities and many others. 

At the office of the U. S. Steel Cor- 
poration in New York City, secretary 
George K. Leet writes that they are daily 
receiving hundreds of letters asking for 
additional copies and are also receiving 
many favorable comments on the ad- 
dress. 

One such letter was from George W. 
Gilmore, editor of ‘““The Literary Di- 
gest” in which he writes: ‘‘Is it possible 
for you to let me have two or three 
copies of the pamphlet containing Mr. 
Bigelow’s address on the Interchurch 
Commission’s report? It is an impor- 
tant document and should have great 
weight in economic matters.” 

Mr. Bigelow’s mail also contains in- 
teresting letters from persons who have 
read extracts from the address printed 
in the New York World of December 
Ist and the Boston News. Bureau of 
December 17th, as well as the pamphlet 
now in ¢irculation.

Folk, president of the Allis-Chalmers 
Manufacturing Company of Milwau- 
kee, Wisconsin and Walter Wood of the 
firm of R. D. Wood and Company, en- 
gineers, iron founders and machinists of 
Philadelphia, Pa. 

Franklin E. Johnson, treasurer of the 


Merrimack River Savings Bank of 
Lowell wrote as follows: “Extracts pub- 
lished in the Boston News Bureau of De- 
cember 16th of your address before the 
Boston Ministers Meeting regarding the 
Interchurch Steel Report has come to 
my attention. Permit me to say that 
officers of this institution join me in 
expressing the belief that your state- 
ment was most truthful, sound and 
courageous, and we believe will meet 
with very widespread approval on the 
part of fair-minded thinking business 
men the country over. It is refreshing to 
see a minister taking so sensible, prac- 
sible and fair-minded stand.” 

The article in the Boston News Bu- 
reau which to Mr. Johnson refers is as 
follows: 


Rev. E. Victor Bigelow, minister of 
the South Church, Andover, Mass., in 
an address before the Boston Ministers’ 
Meeting denounced as unreliable the 
report of the Interchurch Commission 
on conditions in the steel industry lead- 
ing up to the steel strike of September 
22, 1919, and urged in the name of de- 
cency and fairness a complete repudia- 
tion of the alleged findings. 

Mr. Bigelow takes issue with the 
Interchurch Commissicn for “its blind 
espousal of the principle of collective 
bargaining,” its unwarranted and in- 
opportune offer to mediate between the 
head of the Steel Corporation and the 
committee of the American Federation 
of Labor, in spite of Mr. Gary’s reiterat- 
ed refusals to do business with the Fed- 
eration; its tendency throughout to 
“refute or to discount testimony from 
the corporation and to accept without 
question, quantities of aspersion from 
disgruntled ones” and its total ignoring 
“of the unjustifiable buccaneering by 
the American Federation of Labor in 
its attack.” 

Mr. Bigelow points out that ‘the 
bright advantages of collective bargain- 
ing seem to have blinded the eyes of 
the commission of inquiry” so that they 
failed to recognize the complementary 
and more fundamental principle of 
freedom of contract. The refusal of the 
corporation to do business with the 
American Federation of Labor was not 
only within the corporation’s rights, ac- 
cording to Mr. Bigelow, but has _ re- 
sulted in cheaper steel for the consum- 
ing public and better wages and condi- 
tions of employment for the laborer will- 
ing to do his part than would have been 
the case under a regime of subordina- 
tion to union interests. ; 

Reliable testimony shows, continued 
Mr. Bigelow, that reports that men 
have been discharged by the corporation 
on discovery of their affiliation with or- 
ganized labor are absolutely unfounded. 

While recognizing the proper sphere 
for collective bargaining, Mr. Bigelow 
points out that the ‘‘problem of produc- 
tion is not tackled by the American 
Federation of Labor. 
ly advocate a reduced production. Why 
then, in the name of common sense, 
should they be taken into partnership or 
consultation by an industry whose chief 
aim is to produce?”
